to the SENATE: 


•KANSAS — WILLIAM R. (BILL) ROY vs. Incumbent Robert J. Dole, a former Republi¬ 
can National Chairman and a strong supporter of the Administration’s Indochina policy. 
Dr. Roy was first elected in 1970 to the House of Representatives from the second district 
and has a fine voting record. Kansas has not sent a Democrat to the Senate in 44 years 
but this year observers believe that Dr. Roy has an excellent chance. Physician and 
lawyer. Age: 48 (House Office Building, Washington, D.C. 20515) 


•NORTH DAKOTA — WILLIAM GUY vs. Incumbent Milton R. Young, ranking minority 
member of the Appropriations Committee, who usually votes to support the military. Guy 
was governor of North Dakota from 1961 to 1972. In 1967 he urged President Johnson to 
take steps through the UN to end the Vietnam War. In 1969 he wrote to Senator Stennis, 
Chairman of the Armed Services Committee, concerning deployment of an Anti-Ballistic 
Missile (ABM) system: “It would open the door to almost unlimited defense spending in 
billions of dollars at a time when increased domestic spending requirements for poverty 
alleviation, crime control, air and water pollution correction, education services, health 
services, transportation construction demands, and many other urgent needs have built 
up almost to the bursting point. This nation can no longer ignore these critical domestic 
social problems in setting the priorities of federal appropriations. These social problems 
can no longer be pushed aside in favor of excessive and unnecessary military expendi¬ 
tures.” Governor Guy is currently a farmer. Age: 54 (1902 E. Divide, Bismarck, N.D. 
58501) 


•UTAH — WAYNE OWENS, Dem., for the seat from which Senator Wallace F. Bennett 
is retiring. Owens was elected to Congress in 1972 and has a good voting record. 
Because Utah’s population is relatively small, a campaign contribution here may be 
particularly effective, age: 37 (House Office Building, Washington, D.C. 20515)

•ILLINOIS — 10th District — ABNER J. MIKVA, Dem., vs. Incumbent Sam Young. 
Mikva had excellent anti-Vietnam War record in Congress from 1969 through 1972 when 
he was narrowly defeated as a result of redistricting and the Nixon landslide. Lawyer. 
Age: 48 (1015 Sheridan, Evanston, Illinois 60202) 
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And RE-Elect: 


•CALIFORNIA — 7th District — RONALD V. 
DELLUMS, Dem. First elected to Congress in 
1970. He is a member of the Armed Services 
Committee and has taken a leading part in at¬ 
tempting to curb excessive military spending. 
Psychiatric social worker. Age: 38 (House Of¬ 
fice Building, Washington, D.C. 20515) 

•CALIFORNIA — 17th District — PAUL N. 
(PETE) MCCLOSKEY, JR., Rep. First elected 
to Congress in 1967. Has been an outspoken 
critic of the military policies of Presidents John¬ 
son and Nixon. He is a member of the Govern¬ 
ment Operations Committee. He has spoken to 
a number of BEM groups. Lawyer. Age: 46 
(House Office Building, Washington, D.C. 
20515) 

•COLORADO — 1st District — PATRICIA 
SCHROEDER, Dem. In her first term in Con¬ 
gress. Mrs. Schroeder is a member of the 
Armed Services Committee and consistently 
votes against excessive military spending. 
Knowledge acquired in her first term will be very 
valuable in her second. Lawyer. Age: 34 
(House Office Building, Washington, D.C. 
20515) 

•OHIO — 13th District — CHARLES ADAMS 
MOSHER, Rep. First elected to Congress in 
1960. Early in 1967 Congressman Mosher was 
the only Republican in either the House or Se¬ 
nate to speak out and vote “No” to President 
Johnson’s demand for a substantial sup¬ 
plementary appropriation to expand the war in 
Vietnam. He is ranking minority member of the 
Science and Astronautics Committee. Formerly 
a newspaper publisher and editor. Age: 68 
(House Office Building, Washington, D.C. 
20515) 


•INDIANA —2nd District — FLOYD FITHIAN, Dem., vs. Incumbent Earl Landgrebe, an 
ardent supporter of the Indochina War and high military appropriations. In 1972, Fithian 
won 45% of the vote running 20% ahead of McGovern. Farmer and history professor. 
Age: 45 (P.O. Box 1011, Lafayette, Indiana 47902) 


•INDIANA — 11th District — ANDREW JACOBS, JR., Dem., vs. Incumbent Richard H. 
Hudnut, III, a strong supporter of the Pentagon. After four terms in Congress with a good 
anti-Vietnam War record, Jacobs was defeated in 1972 but received 49% of the vote. 
Prospects seem excellent now. Lawyer. Age: 42 (7989 Evanston Rd., Indianapolis, Ind. 
46240) 


•IOWA — 5th District — THOMAS HARKIN, Dem., vs. Incumbent William J. Scherle, a 
member of the Appropriations Committee who has supported the Administration on the 
war. Harkin, who strongly opposed the Indochina War, exposed the Tiger Cages on 
ConSon Island. He has degrees in government and law. Age: 34 (3412 Ontario Ave., 
Ames, Iowa 50010) 


•IOWA — 6th District — BERKLEY BEDELL, Dem., vs. Incumbent Wiley Mayne, Rep., 
who strongly supported the Pentagon. Bedell is a business executive who opposes 
excessive military spending. He was the nation’s first Small Businessman of the Year in 
1964. He has served as State Chairman for Common Cause. He was almost elected to 
Congress in 1972 when he received 48% of the vote. Age: 53 (501 10th St., Spirit Lake, 
Iowa 51360) 


•MISSOURI — 4th District — CLYDE PATTERSON, Rep., vs. Incumbent William J. 
Randall, Dem., a member of the Armed Services Committee who has a somewhat less 
bad record than the other incumbents mentioned in this list. Patterson is an administrator 
and minister and has opposed the Vietnam War since 1966. He is in a rare situation of a 
Republican challenging a Democratic supporter of the Indochina War. Age: 38 (Box 37, 
Appleton City, Missouri 64724) 


•NEW JERSEY — JAMES J. FLORIO, Dem., vs. Incumbent John E. Hunt, Rep., a 
member of the Armed Services Committee and consistent supporter of the Pentagon. 
Florio narrowly missed election in 1972. He is an attorney and State Legislator. Age: 37 
(614 S. White Horse Pike, Lindenwold, N.J. 08021)
